IN SENATE. 

Monday, Feb. 27, 1860. 
The Senate wits opened with prayer by Rev. 
Jos. Rand, of the Methodist Church. 

The reading of the Journal of Saturday was 
dispensed with.

Mr. Glenn — a bill for the benefit of the 
Christian county and Clarksville turnpike com- 
pany: passed.

Was received, announcing the passage of sun 
dry bills which originated in that House 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. DeHaven — Finance — asked to be dis 
charged from the petition of the Odd Fellows 
Hall Association of Covington, asking a release 
from taxes on their Hall property. 

Mr. Fisk opposed the discharge at length. — 
He explained the grounds of the application for 
the reliel from taxes 

Mr. Rhea advocated the discharge; he ex- 
plained at length the views of the committee — 
He thought the principle wrong; it was an in 
direct appropriation out of the Treasury. He 
thought this not as meritorious a case as the case 
of a widow lady of Todd county, again*! whose

the 24th of the present month, (February.)

The Circuit Court awarded 
a peremptory mandamus and Garrard appealed 
The Court of Appeals affirmed the judgment of 
the Circuit. Court, with costs. Mr. Garrard ap- 
plied to the present Legislature to be reimbursed 
for the costs he had expended iu resisting the opin 
ions of the Attorney General and the courts, 
amounting to sixty or eighty dollars, and an act 
has passed giving him the money , , 

The office of Attorney General is created 
mainly to give the Executive officers legal opin- 
ions as to the discharge of their duties, and the 
law makes it the duty of the officer to be govern- 
ed by the opinion so given; but Mr. Garrard, as- 
suming to he more conversant with the law than 
the Attorney General, disregarded his opinion, 
resisted the payment of a just claim, and then 
calls upon the Legislature to foot the bill, which 
has been done. 

It is a dangerous precedent, revolutionary in 
its principles, and will be followed by other ofli 
eers, to the great, loss of the public treasure. — 

And what is the reward Mr. < larrard asks of 
the Legislature for resisting the law ' It is to 
raise his salary from $1,700 to $2,000, and to 
give him a clerk with a salary cf $500.

The appellees being, as appear, from the re 
oord, distillers, and engaged at tho time in tho 
manufacture of whisky at their distillery, con 
tractcd with appellants to deliver -at, any time 
within twelve months from date “ton thousand 
dollars wotth of whisky at twenty-one cents, per 
gallon.” In an action against appellees for not 
•complying with the contract, they answer, stal- 
ing that the whisky, the subject of the contract, 
not being in issue at the date thereof, the eon 
traet was void. Appellants demurred to this as 
well as the seennd and fifth paragraphs of the 
answer; and the demurrer to eaeh paragraph be- 
ing overruled by the court below, they elected 
to stand by the demurrer to the first paragraph, 
and have brought the case here. 

Judge Duv ai.i . delivered the opinion. 

If the case of Bryan vs. Lewis, the doctrine 
in which was directly overruled in the late ease 
of Hebblewhitr us. McAlorivn , :< .11 . and IF., '169, 
were conceded to be authority at the present day, 
the ease under consideration is not within either 
its facts or its principles. 

All the authorities concur in laying down, and 
this court, iu the case of Wheeler w. Wheeler, de- 
rided at the present term, recognize, the rule 
that there can no valid sale unless the thing sold 
has either an actual or portential eiistence at 
the time of the sale. ( Kent's Com; Black- 
stone's Com.; Chitty on Contracts, p 418 j 

But neither the rule itself, nor the reason on 
which it is founded, has any application to the ease 
under consideration. The contract here must ho 
regarded as a sperm! or executory agreement 
for the sale and delivery of $1(1,000 worth of 
whisky. That such was the intention of the 
parlies ii manliest upon the face of the instru 
roent The vendors tiere engaged at the time 
the contract was entered into in the manufac- 
ture of whisky. The subject of the contract 
was whisky to be delivered at any time within 
twelve months Irom date. No specific lot of 
whislcv is referred to. nor do the terms of the 
writing authorize the inference that the whisky 
was then on hand, or lmd been set apart, or had 
Imen even then manufactured by the vendors, or 
Itr.il it was so understood at the time the contract 
mis executed On the contrary the moat rea- 
sonable ami natural construction of the agree 
menl, giving proper effect lo all Us parts, Is that 
the whisky was to be thereafter manufactured, 
unil to be delivered at the time and in the man- 
ner stipulated 

In the failure to distinguish between these two 
distinct classes of contracts, expressly recogniz- 
ed in Carsons on Contracts, 1 col. }>■ 439, and 
Wheeler rs Wheeler and other authorities, supra, 
lies the fallacy of the whole argument by which 
„t is attempted to prove that the contract before 
ns is invalid and not enforceable. 

It follows that the facts set forth in the first 
paragraph of the answer, presented no valid de- 
fense to the action, and the court erred in orer- 
yruling the demurrer thereto.

In conclusion, allow me to say 1 hope that we 
will all be able to profit by this dispensation of 
the great Jehovah, and that when we are called 
to our last, account, we may leave behind ns as 
much evidence of our worth as citizens as did 
Mr. Lyons. Mr. Speaker, 1 can say no more 
than to invoke the blessings of heaven u|ion his 
bereft and stricken family and frieods. 

Mr. Cl. ear k said: 

Mr. Speoker — After tin* very beautiful and 
feeling remarks of the members from Louisville, 
it were perhaps better that I should remain si- 
lent. The flowers of friendship and feeling have 
been gently and tenderly laid upon the grave of 
their deceased friend: but I cannot resist adding 
my humble tribute to his memory and virtues. 
It was not my good fortune to know Mr. Lyons 
until the present session of the General Aasem 
bly. From an acquaintance then formed, aud 
continued until he left for his home sick and 
broken down by devotion to the duties of his 
office and the interest of his constituents; a.‘i 
sociating with him day after day, with frequent 
opportunity of observation, 1 can say that the 
first impression has ripened into the conviction 
that John G . Lyons was that noblest work of 
God — “an honest man.” Sir, the Senate has lost 
one of its best members; the people of Louis- 
ville a vigilant, attentive and active representa 
live — an honor to the people whom he here so 
well represented, and society a man just, good 
and true. His manly form has faded from view, 
but his noble qualities will be cherished and en- 
shrined in our dearest recollection. Peace be to 
his ashes. 

Mr. Gooploe said: 

Mr. Speaker : 1 rise to add a word to the 
memory of him who claims our attention on 
this melancholy occasion. 1 do not speak of 
him as a matter of cold form, or because it is 
simply appropriate that he should be spoken of 
<Jn this floor, where he occupied a seat so long, 
so well and so honorably. 1 speak because my 
heart dictates, and demands that its emotions 
shall have voice. 

1 probably knew the deceased better tbau any 
member here, excepting those who represent the 
city of Louisville. It was my good fortune to 
have served two terms with him on this floor, 
and to be admitted to his intimate friendship. — 
We have labored and co operated together, and 
I often found in his clear, sound, practical judg 
merit the most valuable assistance; and I can 
honestly say that I have never known a man 
more calm and temperate in his opinions, more 
generous and liberal in his sentiments, or more 
conscientious and firm in his determinations. — 
His sense of justice was most conspicuous, and 
over and around the discharge of every duty the 
beacon light of truth threw its pure and serpne 
rays. As a legislator he was reliable and effi- 
cient. He was ever at his post guarding and ad- 
vancing the interests of his constituents. He 
was decided in his political opinions, and tirin 
in the advocacy of them. No man could be more 
so. But while he displayed great firmness, cour- 
age, and independence in his political action, and 
never failed to assert and prove hi9 political pre- 
dilections, he retained the profound respect and 
esteem of those who radically differed with him. 
In a social point of view Mr. Lyons wa9 ono ol 
the most pleasant men i ever knew. He had a 
beaming, kindly face, an earnest manner and 
honest geniality that won the hearts of all who 
knew him His heart was sound to the oore, 
and as true to his friendships and to his persua- 
sions of duty as the needle to the pole. But 
above all these things, he was a Christian; a mar. 
who feared God, loved justice, and walked up- 
rightly. 

1 can scarcely realize that he i: dead. But a 
few days ago I saw him in this hall, shook hands 
and talked with him. But it *13 too true. All 
that is mortal of John G. Lyons now rests iu 
earth His pure spirit, freed from its prison 
bars, has winged its flight to sunbright climes, 
for which it longed with infinite desire. His 
death lias carried sorrow not alone to the hearts 
of his family; there are many friends here 
whose hearts are wrung with grief, and whose 
tears are freely pouring over his new made grave. 

Mr. Speaker, may we live like him, and may 
the memories wo leave behind us when we too 
depart he such as cluster around Ills honored 
name. ,
